CREDIT OF ROADS INJURED 


And Federal Government, Accord. 
ing to Hill, Will Be Forced to 
Lend Its Credit to Fi.

New York, June |3.—That the national 
government will be forced to lend its 
credit to finance the needs of the rail- 
roads of the country was the stgtement 
made by James J. Hil] in an interview 
today. e 
| “The public, in its exasperation,’’ said 
| Mr. Hill, “will demand that the railroads 
| Shall lay certain rails and provide more 
| cars. The railroads will answer that they 
cannot; that their credit has been ruined. 
The government will be obliged to step 
in and lend its credit to supply this defi- 
| cleney. The situation might lead to gov- 
‘ernment ownership of railroads. That 
would be the end of republican govern- 
| ment. 

“The cause of the trouble is that the 
business of the United States has out- 
grown the capacity of its railroads and 
the railroads are in no position to catch 
up. If men cannot get their freight 
moved, they must cease to produce ff. 
It does not appear any easier for a rail- 
road to get money now than it was a few 
months ago. I know of instances in 
western cities where short term notes of

Denied He Was Trained. 

After that it was suggested thare Orch- 
ard had placed his future in the keéep- 
ing of McPartland; that the Pinkertors 
had sent money to his family in Canada; 
that he had been supplied with dates to 
strengthen his story, and that McPart- 
land had trained him as a stage mana-~ 
ger would for his wppearance on the 
stand, but all this Orchard denied. 

Then they tried to show him a pain- 
pered, petted, hero-like prisoner, fed 
from the table of the warden, addressed 
as “Harry” by Governor Gooding and 
Warden Whitney, civen freedom and lib- 
erties that no other prisoner ever had in 
the world, and all this consideration 
implying directly that he would never be 
hanged for killing Steunenberg. Th'n 
came a showing as to how the prisoner 
had been dressed and groomed for thie 
trial, and lastly, for climax, they showed 
Orchard pleading for and saving the life 
of Bob Wetter, condemned to death for 
murder. Orchard admitted: that he haa 
appealed to Governor Gooding about 
Wetter and that later Gooding first re- 
prieved Wetter and then commuted his 
sentence of death to one of life impris- 
onment. 

Orchard Leaves the Stand. 

Orchard left the stand at 2:30 o'clock, 
after having occupied it for a total of 
thirty-two and a haif hours. Just be- 
fore he was excused and remanded, he 
went back to the hands of the prosecu- 
tio! and identified the casing of the 
bomb he planted at the gate of Judge 
Goddard's house, in Denver. Orchard is 
to return to the witness chair later, be- 
cause the defense must lay the formal 
lines for impeaching him, and the state 
must still have its redirect examination. 

Immediately Orchard left the stand the 
state began the corroboration of the 
Bradley poisoning story. Mrs. Sadie 
Swan, who,.as Miss Sadie Bell, was 4 
maid in the Bradley home; Oliver Crook, 
the milkman, who sold the milk that 
was poisoned, and P. L. McCreary, the 
chemist who analyzed the poisoned milk, 
carried the revolting tale from the discov- 
er-, because of its bitterness, that the 
milk was poisoned to the analysis that 
showed from forty to sixty grains of 
strychnine In a quart of it. 

Mrs. Swan identified Orchard, and 
connected him with the house. They all 
confirmed the date as within three or 
four days of the explosion, and Mrs. 
Swan swore that she opened the front 
door to get the morning paper a few 
minutes before the explosion and saw 
nothing on the steps. There will be 
further testimony as to the Bradley in- 
cident tomorrow. 

Penbody Meets Orchard. 

Imnmediat.!y after the noon recess for- 
mer Governor Peabody, of Colorado, 
met Harry Orchard in the office of the 
counsel for the prosecution. The meeting 
was unexpected, as far as Orchard was 
concerned, and when he saw Peabody 
advancing toward him with hand out- 
stretched he blanched and began to 
tremble. “I am ashamed to speak to yOu, 
governor; I am ashamed to look at 
yqu,"’ faltered Orchard. 

“Oh, that’s all right,” 
laughing. ‘You need not be ashamed to 
speak to me now.” 

Orchard began crying, and when Pea- 
body succeeded in reassuring him, he 
said: . 

“Tt am giad they didn’t kill you, and 
that I am spared the thought of that 
crime, at least.”

BY CLOUDBURST 


RIVERS ARE RISING RAPIDLY 


The Third Cloudburst in a Week 
Passed Over Central' and East. 
erm Kentacky Doing Almost 
Incalculable Damage 
to the Crops. 


Lexington, Ky., June !3.—The third 
Cloudburst in a week passed over Cen- 
tral and eastern Kentucky during the 
night and this morning, doing almost 
incalculable damage to crops, farm 
lands and lowlands along the rivers. 

In Clark, Montgomery, Bourbon, 
Bath, Fleming, Scott, Nicholas, Lee, 
Wolfe, Rowan, Carter, Boyd and other 
counties, corn, tobacco and wheat 
land was washed by the land sliding 
and opening fissures several inches 
deep in the ground. In many sections 
crops practically are ruined. The Ken- 
tucky, Big Sandy, Red Cumberland and 
Licking rivers are rising rapidly. Sev- 


‘eral towns along the Licking river are 


threatened with inundation.

ALL CONQUERING WHITE RACES 
WILL SETTLE THE TROPICS. 
EW YORK, June 13.—Colonel Wil- 
N liam C. Gorgas, United States 
army, federal] commissioner in 
charge of sanitation in the Panama ¢a- 
nal zone, addressing the graduating class 
of the Cornell wumiversity medica] col- 
lege here, prophesied that “gradually 
within- the next two or three centuries 
tropical countries, which offer a much 
greater return for man’s labor than do 
the temperate zones, will be settled by 
the white races and that again the cen- 
ters of wealth, civilization and popula- 
tion will De in the tropics, ag they were 
in the dawn of man’s history, rather 
than in the temperate zones ag at pres- 
ent.”’ 


Colonel Gorgag bases his opinion on 
the sanitary achievements since the 
American military occupation of Cuba 
in 1898 and those in the canal zone since 
American possession in May, 1904. The 
last case of yellow fever im the canal 
zone, he said, occurred in December, 1905, 
which was only about sixteen months 
later. He described the war of annit- 
hilation waged against the yellow fever 
mosquito and against the malaria mos- 
quito, and continued: 

“We have had no yellow fever on the 
isthmus for more than a year. We be- 
lieve that in the towns of Panama and 
Colon the yellow fever mosquitoes have | 
been so reduced in numbers, in fact, al- 
most exterminated—that yellow fever 
would not spread if introduced. Malaria 
has been so controlled that the sick rate 
of our total force in the month of April,

ALABAMA LAW| 
FOR. GEORGIANS 


New Suffrage Law Prepared by 
Hon, George Williams 


GOOD CHARACTER CLAUSE 


This Feature of Mr. Williams’ Suf- 
frage Law Will Expire in 1910, 
and Grandfather Clause in 
1915—Substantially the 
Alabama Law. 


Dublin, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—At the 
coming session of the general assembly 
of Georgia, Hon. George W. Williams, 
of this city, will introduce and urge the 
passage of a new suffrage law for the 
state of Georgia. 

He has carefully considered al] of the 
lawg in connection therewith and feels 


sure that the bill as prepared will stand 
the test of any of the courts of the. 
United States. 

At present al} that is required of a 
voter is that he be a male, 2/ years of 
age, Owes the state and county nothing 
in the way of taxes and has not been 
convicted of a felony. 

Mr. Williams’ bill will be in the nature 
of a constitutional amendment. The 
measure as prepared is substantially the 
Alabama law. 

The ill provides that all persons can 
register and vote who qualify as fol- 
lows: 

Who have paid all taxes six months 
prior to the date of the election, belong 
in elther of the follewing classes: 

All soidiers who served in any of the 
wars of the United States, the confed- 
erate states of America or the state of 
Georgia, or 

All person who are Jawful descendants 
of such persons, or 

All persons of good character and who 
understand dutieg and obligations of cit- 
izenship under a republican form of gov- 
ernment, or |; 

All persons who can read correctly and | 
can write when read to them in the Eng- 
lish language any part of the constitu- 
tion of the United Stateg or the state of 
Georgia, or 

Any person who is the owner of 40 
acres of land on which he lives, or 

Any person who owns $500 worth of 
property in the state of Georgia, as 
shown by the tax digest. 

In the bill the right of every person 
to have his rights passed upon by the 
courts is provided for. 

The right of any person to qualify 
under the good character clause is to ex- 
pire in 1910,and therightof any person 
to qualify as a soldier or the descendant 
of a soldier is to expire January |}, i915. 

After any voter has qualified under the 
law there ig to be no further registra- 
tion for that person, except that he dis- 
qualify himself by the nonpayment of 
taxes or violate some law that will ren- 
der him not eligible to exercise the right 


of suffrage.

‘ON ROOSEVELT 


Noyes Says President ls a Law 
Unto Himself, 


—— 


PRESS HAS MADE ROOSEVELT 


But President Is Not Properly Ap- 
preciative — Roosevelt Says He 
Favors Truthful Newspapers, 
but Objects te the Truth 
About Himself. 


Norfolk, ,.Va., June 13.—The National 
Editorial Association, meeting at the 
Jamestown exppsition, spent a large 
part of today on a pilgrimage to James- 
town island. There wags some speech- 
making on the boat going and return- 
ing from the island and one of the 
most notable’ papers read was that of 
Crosby B. Noyes, editor of The Wash- 
ington Star, whose subject was “Jour- 
nalism Since Jamestown.” 

Mr. Noyes compared the achievements 
of Captain pPmith in planting and 
sustaining the English colony with the 
deeds of Presider{t Roosgewelt and de- 
clared that they “were as worthy of 
glorification, but lacked the aid of the 
newspaper press that had so greatly 
helped the latter in his upward ca- 
reer.’’ 

“Mr. Roosevelt has seemed somewhat 
slow in acknowledging his indebtedness 
to the press,’’ Mr. Noyes said, ‘‘but per- 
haps he will think of it some day when 
he is not too busy.” 


Roosevelt Objects to Criticism. 

In discussing President Roosevelt's 
attitude, he said: 

“He has declared himself in favor of 
clean, healthy newspapers, with clean, 
healthy criticisms, which shall be fear- 
less and truthful, but when it comes to 
the test, it is seen that he does not 
relish hese ‘fearless and truthful criti- 
cisms,’ when they are exercised at his 
expense. 

“His hasty approval of the brutal 
deeds of his subordinates at the white 
house when the knock-down-and-drag- 
out outrage was committed yon Mrs. 
Minor Morris, a_ refined, rea@pectable 
Christian woman, was an act of cruel, 
heartless injustice. 

“But whether Mag Roosevelt is elect- 
ed by acclamation for a third term or 
rules by deputy in the shape of a presi- 
dent designated by him or whether 
after an interval of four years he shall 
again take the presidency he will re- 
ceive the cordial support of the press 
in all great efforts for the public good 
and the national welfare. At the same 
time the press will reserve the right 
to ‘fearlessly and truthfully’ criticize 
his acts when they are incopsiderate 
and unjust. 

“The newspapers have nothing to ask 
of him but fair treatment. They hold 
themselves to be ordained preachers as 
well as Mr. Roosevelt and they will 
keep their pulpits for all time; for 
presidents may come and presidents 
may go, but the press, like Tennyson's 
brook, goes on forever. 

Roosévelt a Law Unto Himself. 

“Theodore Roosevelt is a unique 
specimen, incapable of classification, He 
is a law to himself. His activities range 
from the colossal to the infinitesmal. 
By a*masterly teat of statesmanship 
he puts an end to a great and appalling- 
ly destructive war between two nations 
on the other side of the globe, earning 
thereby the Nobel prize and the ap- 
plause of t'g@ world. Then he stoops to a 
petty attempt to prevent his cabinet 
officers and other subordinates and 
visitors to the white house from talking 
to the reporters.” 2 

Mr. Noyes thought it would be advis- 
able for the president to go a little slow 
when undertaking to concentrate all the 
powers of government at the white 
house. 

In conclusion he said: 


“after all Theodore Roosevelt is a 


good deal of a boy yet, as well as a 


most masterful prestdent.”’ 
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OVERNOR TERRELL and a large 
(; number of the members of the 

Georgia party who attended the 
Georgia day exercises at the Jamestown 
exposition returned to the city yeste--

The presence and 
splendid bearing of. the Georgia troops, 
they said, was one of the most deligh:- 
ful features of the whole occasion.

Hamilton, B. B. Bower, John T. New- 
ton, Dudley M. Hughes, N. E. Harris, 
W. E,. Simmons, Howell Cobb, A. L. Hull 
end Hamilton McWhorter. Senator 
Bacon could not be present on account 
of attending the funeral of Senator 
Morgan. Mr. Meldrim was absent on 
account of sickness in his family. Mr. 
J W. Bennett is at present in a hos- 
pital in Atlanta. 

Dr. Peabody Not Present. 

Dr. George Foster Peabody wrote 
that on account of his health he could 
not be present. 

The agricultural trustees will meet 
OoOmorrow morning, at which time 
ice A: M. Soule will go before them 
tnd give them his ideas about the de- 
partment over. which he is to preside 
and what should be done to make it 
most effective.

hag been an increase, the total reach- 
ime 93!. 

“The advance of the students in, self- 
government hag been marked. I desire 
to express my especial gratification at 
the ‘influence over and interest in the 
younger gtudents of those who are more 
mature. Your attention has heen called 
to the fact that the attendance has been 
more irregular tham for the past few 
years. This is due in part to the loss 
of the contro! of this subject by Chan- 
cellor ‘Hills, whose succesg in this partic- 
ular line was unique. In the second 
place, it is the natural outcome of en- 
larging self-control. The students have 
naturally éxercised their efforts at self- 
government on what they consider great- 
er evils. The control in dormitories by 
students and in chapter houses as well, 
ig considered to have made a decided 
advance. In the eyes of the student, 


@ proceed in developing self-govern- 
ment. We believe absences can be re- 
duced in the future. Two cottages on 
the extension property have been rented 
by @mall student bodies, and this exper- 
iment has had most gratifying success.

SWITCHING CHARGES INVOLVED. 


Case of General Interest Before the 
Commerce Commission. 
Washington, June 13.—A complaint of 
general interést and importance was 
filed today with the interstate com- 
merce commission. It involves the pay- 
ment of switching charges by railroads 
where the work is done by the shipper. 
The case is that of the General Flec- 
tric Company and the Edison General] 
Electric Company, of Schenectady, N. Y.. 
against the New York Central and Hud- 
son River railroad and the Delaware 
and Hudson company. The complain- 
ants allege that they do a business ag 
gregating $35,000,000 annually: that 
they employ 15,000 men at Schenectady: 
that they have a plant covering 138 
acres, on which are located 1!00 bnild- 
ings, and that it requires 50,000 cars 
annually to carry their freight busi- 

ness. 

Because of the refusal of the deféen- 
dant lines to afford them facilities for 
the switching, placing and loading and 
unloading of the cars —facilities ordi- 
narily supplied by common carriers to 
shippers—they are obliged to supply 
these facilities, in the way of locomo- 
tives, tracks, fuel and labor themselves 
at great expense. It is alleged that last 
yéar the complainants paid out $134,609 
in charges of this kind. They ask the 
commission to issue an order requiring 
the defendant lines to pay them a just 
and reasonable amount for the charges 
which properly belong to the carrying 
lines.

BISHOP MADE SENSATION 


Bishop Keiley Said Present System 
of Education Produced Neither 
Christians Nor Gentlemen.

From tbe Bibb county grind jury, which has just returned its final pre- 
sentmonts, in, the midst of a lengthy 2nd wel! considered report on the sub- 
ject. of education, comes one of thé strongest and most timely indorsements 
of federal aid ta that important goverument institution that has yet ap 
‘peared. E 

. This indorsemeant comes from ,twenty-two.of the foremost business men 
of Macon, and it {s based upon a careful and detailed consideretion of con- 
ditions as they exist today in the Bibb county schools—a system which has 
progressed and expanded with requirements, and which, though far in ad- 
vance of the facilities found in’ the rural districts, is still, like many other 
city systems throughout the south, far from adequate to the demands upon 
it, especially from the standpoint of latter day educational methods. 


“has resolved itself into one of money, and money only.” The board of edu- 
cation has called on-the county for an appropriation of more thin $75,000 
in addition to the amount received from the state and other small sources. 
When the Bibb county school system was inaugurated in 1872, there was 
an enrollment of 1,615 pupils, and the county’s total taxable property was 
$8,500,000. Today the enrolinmrent is 8,614 and the total taxable property is 
$22,000,000. in other words, while the county’s tota] taxable property has 
increased two and one-nalf times, the demand upon the schools is five times 
as great. Not only that, but modern educational methods, which, in justice 
to the future citizens Of county and state, must be employed, are far more 
expensive than those of thirty years ago.

About fifteen or sixteen 
there was a new jail built, and after 
it was built it was found to be inse- 
cure, notwithstanding the fact that It 
cost about $10,909, and an extra levy 
of taxes was made to build it; so it 
was pulle@ dow», and another more 
expensive gne bprilt. which, of course, 
exica levy of tax.

This 
project was put through with the idea 
that the court house was to be built for 
$35,000, but it has cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $70,000, and the tax rate 
has had to be kept up every vear to 
pay for extras. To cap the climax, 
last year the grand jury decided that 
the people were not giving in their 
property at sufficient valuation, so a 
committee of three was appointed tv 
raise the returns. I am informed, such 
action was not within the law at this 
time, and the grand jury, realizing 
the threatened ‘ajustice, repudiated ths 
action of the committee of three. 

Nevertheless, the tax receiver has 
adopted the repert of the fall grand 
jury, and is either forcing the peopla 
to abide by the assessments or take tha 
trouble to have the matter arbitrated.

TWO TO HANG; ONE RESPITE 


Willie Rogers, Wife Murderer, Re. 
fused Commutation to Life Im. 
prisonment—Will Be Hanged 
Next Week—John Mitch. 
ell Granted Brief 
Respite. 


Will Johnson, the negro convicted of 
criminal assault upon Mrs, Georgia 
Hembree, near Battle Hill, last Au- 
gust, and sentenced to be hanged, will 
pay the penalty of his crime upon thé 
gallows in the Tower between the legal 
hours today. 

All preparations have been made at 
the jail. The rope has been stretched, 
and everything is in readiness for the 
execution. If nothing unforeseen hap- 
pens to prevent by noon today Johnson 
will have suffered the death penalty. 

The prison commission yesterday, aft- 
er devoting perhaps more time and con- 
sideration to this than any other since 
the Rawlings case, declined to recom- 
mend a commutation to life imprison- 
ment. The commission considered there 
was a fatal defect in the alleged alibi. 
Mrs. Hembree’s identification was em- 
phatic, and it was either a question of 
the negro’s guilt or innocence. If guiflty 
there was but one penalty, the gallows; 
if not guilty, it was considered he 
should have been set free. 

Although the prison commission sent 
its report to fhe governor early in the 
day, Johnson's fate was not finally de- 
cided until late yesterday afternoon, 
Governor Terrell having agreed to hear 
from Johnson’s attorneys as to a further 
respite. The governor, however, could 
see no reason to justify any further 
interference with the law, and approved 
the action of the prison commission. 

The indications are, therefore, that 
Johnson's last hope is gone, and ift will 
take some very unusual aand unexpect- 
ed development to save him from the 


Willie Rogers Must Hang. 

The prison commission likewise refused 
to recommend commutation to life im- 
prisonment in the case of Willie Rog- 
ers, a young white man, of Savannah, 
who was convicted of the murder of his 
wife and sentenced to be hanged. 

Rogers’ execution is set for June 2], 
so he has a full week of life left to him, 
and within which his friends may get

For these reasons the governor 
decided to give Him an opportunity to 
make a showing. A petition has been 
gotten up in his behalf and the case 
will be taken up with the prison com- 
mission in the hope of securing com- 
mutation to life imprisonment.

Before going to Jamestown, Governor

2! to G. W. Bundrick, sentenced to be | 
hanged in Crisp county for the mur- ! 
der of Farmer Shrouder. Bundrick’s | 
case has been twice before the prison 
commission and both times clemency 
has been declined. Personally and by 
mail, telegram or telephone, more than 
a hundred persons have appealed to 
Governor Terrell in Bundrick’s behalf, 
asking that he be granted commuta- 
tion of life imprisonment. The case 
will be finally decided early next week.

W STOCK MARKET 


Not Million in Stocks Sold 
AN Day, 


Stage of Complete Stagnation Was 
Reached Early tin the Afternoon. 
Cables From London Tell 
of Tightened Money 

Market. 


New York, June !13.—The apathy of the 
stock market became extreme today and 
reached a stage of absolute stagnation 
in the afternoon. Dealings were littis 
more than half ag large as yesterday. 
Even the professional traders desisted 
from their futile efforts to effect any 
movement of prices. There was nothing 
in the news that induced any operations 
in stocks, either on the buying or these - 
ing side. The possible unfavorable fa>- 
torg are taken sufficient account of to 
refrain from the present purchase of se- 
curities, but they are not sufficiently 
threatening to induce any disposition 
of holdings a@t present prices. The exist- 
ing deadiock in the market is the result. 
Some admonitory influence towards ab- 
stention from operations is found in the 
money outlook. The conviction is grow- 
ing that special care will be required to 
meet the July first requirements, with a 
damaging pinch in money resources. Ths 
decision of the secretary of the treasury 
io withdraw $30,000,000 of government 
deposits from the banks on or before 
July 10, was not regarded as likely to 
aggravate any stringency on the fifst If 
the month, as the redemption of tis 
outstanding government 4 per cent rents 
will recoup the money market. The dei- 
inite settlement on the method for con- 
ducting the transaction comes as a ¢re- 
lief to the banking world. Another re- 
sult’ expected to flow from the inten- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury 1S 
to check the outward movement of go'd. 
Today’s statement of the Bank of Fran‘*‘e 
shows an increase in golq holdings ‘or 
the week of $7,670,000, and a loan con- 
traction of nearly $10,000,000. The gold 
holdings are still far below first credits 
in excess of those for this time last 
year, and liquidation especially of Ri» 
Tintos for. Paris account in London con- 
tinued today. Discounts were firm also 
in the Paris and London markets. Th? 
ruling rates for money here, however, 
will tend to obstruct a further outwa:d 
movement of gold. Weakness in the 
London copper market was an influene 
in this market today, helping to keep 
the copper industrials heavy in_ tone. 
Two smal] factors in the conclusion of 
the London stock market settlement and 
a failure on the Philadelphia stock~ex- 
change with some sensational features, 
helped to deaden the interest in stocks. 
The transactions were subjected to a 
brisk attack, based on reports of declin- 
ing earnings and on talk of an inquisi- 
tion into the affairs to be expected from 
the coming public utilities commission 
for New York state. The decision to 
pass the dividend on preferred, stock of 
the United Railway Investment Com- 
pany was an outcome of labor condition, 
in San Francisco. The improved crop 
reports were received with satisfaction 
in financial quarters, but were powerless 
to stir the market from its lethargy. 
Subscription warrants for new stock of 
the Northwestern Pacifics made some 
sharp declines, reinforcing the pessi- 
mistic views expressed by the chairman 
of the board of the Great Northern over 
the credit outlook for the railways. The 
day’s changes, smal] as they are, are 
quite general decliges, evidencing the 
heavy undertone of the dull market. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $656,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call. 

London, June !3.—-Money was in in- 
creased demand for the settlement in the 
market today. Discounts improved. On 
the stock exchange the settlement was 
concluded with two small failures. They 
did noy have much effect on the mar- 
kets, which continued fairly cheerful. 
Gilt-edged securities and home rails fu->- 
mer hardened under investment pur- 
chases.
